The temperature of the sick rot 
should ‘be a little lower than in an 
dinary living room. In certain disc 
such ns pnoumonia, typhoid fever a 
tuberculosis, the windows are kg 
wide open. 

Cleanliness is absolutely essent 
hoth in the sick room itself and in ! 
porsonal enre of the patient. For t 
renzon, dust-sollecting, non-ossenti 
should be taken out of the room. Qu 
aud cheorfulncsa ard necessary to 1 
thd patient to recovery. 

The common symptoms of illness, 
of an abnormal condition in the bo 
aro:—hoadache, aching back and lim 
nausea, voated tongue, diarrhoea, cou; 
irritability of temper and lstlesanc 
sore throat, or fever. If any of th 
aro observed in membors of one’s fa 
ly, somo step should bo taken at o 
to relidve tho condition. Ab safe th 
to do iy to give a hot bath and put 
person to bod, following this treatm( 
with n dose of enstor oil, if nocessa 
If any symptom does not yield at of 
fo home treatment, a good doc 
should be consulted. This saves ti 
and strongth and often money,

and thoroughly masticated; (4) rest, 
recreation and exercise; (5) cleanliness. 

In the sick room good air should be 
had day and night. This should be 
enrofully adjusted to avoid direct 
drafts. As much sunlight should bo 
jet into the room as the patient can 
stand but it showld bo properly tem- 
pered to suit cash individual case. Sun - 
light ingreages the vitality of the po- 
tient and decroases the vitality of dis- 
ease germs, 

Tho temperature of the sick room 
should ‘be a little lower than in an or- 
dinary living room. In certain diseases 
such as pnoumonia, typhoid fever and 
tuberculosis, the windows are kept 
wide open. 

Cleanliness is absolutely essential 
both in the sick room itself and in the 
porsonal care of the patient. For this 
yenton, dust-vollecting, non-ossentials 
should be taken out of the room. Quiet 
aud cheorfulnesd are necessary to help 
thd patient to recovery. 

The common symptoms of illness, or 
of an abnormal condition in the body, 
aro:—hoadacho, aching back and limbs, 
nausea, voated tongue, diarrhoea, cough, 
irritability of temper and listlesaness, 
sore throat, or fever. If any of these 
aro observed in membors of one's fami- 
ly, somo step should bo taken at one 
to refiéve tho condition. A‘safe thing 


to do is to give a hot bath and put the. 


person to bod, following this treatment 
with a dose of castor oll, if necessary. 
If any symptom does not yield at once 
to home treatment, a good doctor 
should be consulted. This saves time 
and strength and often money.
